It is a fact, productive of much ad- 


verse ciiticism abroad, that 
Americ&y 


journalism is fearfully 
and 
wickedl- 


personal ; that it attacks private charf 
acter and lends to the circulation or 
scandalous reports, which, whether true 
or false, were better left untouched in 
the interest of public morality. Scarce' 
ly a day passes but 
some inoffensive 


person, for perhaps nothing more than 
a more indiscretion, ia held up to scorn 
in the columas of the daily press. The 
temple of the family is ruthlessly inva\ 
ded by the pitiless news man, and 
the 


most sacred rclatioBs manufactured into 
public property, without thought or 
care for the scalding tears and burning 
hearts which every "sensation" must 
cause. 
The columns of the press arc 


thrown open to the malice of viciou: 
malitrncrs, and innocent people appean 
to be almost without adequate protec 
tion.

RULES ADOPTED. 


With a view to regularity and expe 


ditiou in the discharge of the duties of 
the returning officers of election, 
the 


following rules are adopted: 


First—The returning officers will meet 


at 13 o'clock m. each day, Sundays ex- 
cepted, at the place designated for hold- 
ing their sessions, unless a different hour 
or place be desijnated at adjournment. 


Secund—Upon meeting, tha prctiding 


officer of the board shall order the rol 
«f members called, and if a quorum be 
present, he shall direct the secretary to 
read the minutes of the previous meet 
ing or meetings unless the reading there 
of be dispensed with. 


Third—We shall daily keep an accu- 


rate account of the proceedings of all 
returning'offlcers. 


Fourth—The returning officers shall 


first take up, canvass and complete re 
turns from parishes where no objection 
is made to canvass, or compilation o: 
votes cast at any Jpolling place in such 
pariah, or parishes, on account of fraud 
or intimidation, or other illegal practi 
ces, examining in this only to ascertain 
whether legal formalities have been 
complied with in holding the election 
or making returns to the returning offl 
cers. 


Fifth—That after disposing of par 


ishes provided in the preceding rule,thai 
then the returning officers take up th< 
parishes in which; objection is made t< 
the vote of any or all polls in such par 
ish; that they first canvass to complete 
the votes at polls in such parishes to 
which, no objection is made, and thei 
they shall take up the contested polls it 
such parishes, provided, that if it be 
come neeessary to delay investigation 
of any such polls, on account of absence 
of witnesses or evidence, the same may 
be continued until a day to be fixed by 
the returning officers. That the retuin 
iiig officers shall decide at the time they 
are ready to proceed, what parishes they 
will take up first. 


Sixth—That all motisns made by the 


candidates or their attorneys, or by 
other persons authorized to appear be 
fore the returning officer, shall be in 
writing and signed. 
All arguments 


presented to the returning officers shall 
be in writing. No oral arguments to 
be allowed. 


Seventh—The returning officers, if 


they think it advisable, mt.y go into 
seeiet lessiou to consider any motion or 
argument or proposition which may he 
presented to them. Any member snali 
have the right to call for a secret session 
for the above purposes. 


Eighth—When any candidate, or his 


attorney, or other person authorized to 
do BO, shall present a witness before the 
returning officers, and he shall present 
interrogatories to be propounded to such 
witnesses, which he shall have previ 
ously submitted to his opponent, to be 
crossed at least twenty-four hours, un- 
less such time so named or the cross- 
interrogatories put before the expiration 
of that time. 
In the examination ol 


witnesses the returning officers may in- 
terrogate witness by any interrogatories 
when they think it necessary, but can- 
didates and their attorneys shall not 
examine witnesses before returning ofll 
cers, except as above provided. 


Ninth—No exparU affidavits or state- 


ments shall be received, except as a 
basis, to show that such intimidation or 
other illegal practice at some poll re- 
quire interrogation, and returns and 
affidavits, authorized by law, made by 
officers of election or in verification of 
statements, as required by law, shall be 
received as evidence prima facie. 


Tenth—That evidence for each coa 


tested poll in any parish, when conclud 
ed, shall be laid aside until all evidence 
is in from all the contested polls in the 
several parish-es, where there may be 
contestants, and after the evidence is all 
in, the returning officers will decide the 
several contests in secret session, parties 
or their attorneys to be allowed to sub- 
mit briefs or written arguments up to 
the time fixed for the returning officers 
going into secret session, after which no 
additional argument is to be received, 
unless by special consent. 


An answer to the protest of the dem- 


ocratic committee on returns was real 


Col. Zacharie filed an additional pro- 
test on behalf of the members of con- 
gress. 


Governor Wells stated that the name 


of Dr. Kennedy had been submitted to 
fill one of the vacancies on the board.

Hon. G. W. Julian, who at first de- 


clined to serve on the committee of 
which Governor Palmer is chairman, 
has consented to be added to that com- 
mittee, and will remain here until the 
pending investigation is concluded.

We have declined to do 


so for tho following reasons solely: 
Official returns have been received from 
thirty-two counties of the thirty-nine, 
and until all are in we are unwilling, 
and think it unwise to give our under 
standing of the figures, because of the 
possibility of figures in democratic 
counties still behind being sufficiently 
changed to alter the result. 
We do 


not, necessarily, impute to any one a 
design to commit fraud, but it is enough 
that such a thing is possible and not 
unknown here or elsewhere. As in 
case of election frauds in the city ol 
New York, at the presidential election 
of 1808, and the well known "Tweed 
circular," in furtherance thereof. 
In 


1872, iu this state, raising of county 
returns in favor of the democratic state 
ticket, nearly one thousand votes, was 
discovered at the last moment, and only 
counteracted by extraordinary efforts 
which were made to obtain ihc origina" 
precinct returns. 
We feel entirely jus 


tified in referring to you any informal 
tion which shall, even in the remotes1 


degree, render any such frauds possibh 
or desirable. 
The delay in beginning 


the canvass arises from three causes 
First, in uncertainty as to whether the 
governor alone, or the general board o: 
state canvassers arc the legal officers c 
the presidential vote. 
The democrats 


haveas^ed to be heard on this quea 
tion, and it is under coosideiation. 


Second—All returns are not in which 


it is claimed by many is a legal pre> 
requisite to the beginning of the can^ 
vass, aud if it were otherwise, yet for 
the reasons also stated, it would be un- 
wise to begin it until the returns are 
received, 
Not 
utifrequently returns 


from remote counties do not reach Tal 
lahasso lor three or four weeks, and the 
general board of state canvausers are 
required to wait thirty-five days for re- 
turns. 
In some counties the county 


canvass, even, is not required to bo 
made until twenty days from the elec 
tion. 


Third—Fraudulent irregularities in 


certain precincts are charged by each 
side against the other, and it is desira 
bio and proper, if it shall appear that 
such questions are to be gone into, tha 
both parties should have ample time, il 
they desire it, ts procure proofs by law, 


The 
general canvassing board 
if 


clothed with full powers to correcl 
fraud and irregularities in the severa: 
polls. The provision of the law is em 
inently wise and needful, in the thin); 
settled counties, where elections are no 
conducted with that order and regular* 
ity so generally observed in older coun 
tries. 


In 1872, the vote of this state woulc 


have been given to the democratic state 
ticket, had not the board of canvassars, 
under judicial power, corrected frauc 
by which the Jackson county canvass 
was made to show a democratic vote o: 
some four hundred more than was shown 
by the original precinct returns. Thos 
Bloxham, democrat, for governor, re- 
ceived 939 votes, but returns were 
made to show that he had received 
1,339, while the vote ef Hart, his op- 
ponent, was reduced from 1,109 to 909.
